covered from a1] war darages ant has been enlarved, so that it is now capa le 
of handling a 20,090-ton shir. An 4,000-ton Russian eruiser was repaired 
there after having suffered sevare davare by runnine afoul of a subrerread 
weeck off Swinoufseie in May 1949. The home port of this cruiser was listed 
as Kronstadt, sut source did not learn its nane. All the sunken ships raised 
from Seezeein Harbor and Ssezecin Bay (Zaleyw Szezecinaki~Stettiner Yaff) ars 
being reraired at the Vulkeanvertt. dnonr them are six small shirs of the 
former Danzin shirpine company "Reedere1 ‘leichsel 4.G.", Five former Gorman 
tornedo boats and one destroyer, severely hit by “usotan bombers over Bornhdkn 
in Nareh 1945, also are avaiting repairs.

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3. Great effort is beine expended on the devdopent of the harvors of Gaczecin, 
Kolobrzeg (Kolverg), and Swinoujscie (Stolpriinde). The harbor bunkers and 
fortifications orected 4y the Gorman Vehrmacht, later partly. destroyed by 
demolitions and fishting, are »xeine rebuilt and exranded, olobrzeg is to bea 
milt up into a submarine base and heavy concrete buildines are beine constructes 
in the viniedty o7 “lenkenharon. ' 
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Also noteworthy is the simultaneous repair of the railroad line since July 
1949. The tracks which were partly torn up are being replaced with the Pus- 
ajan broad sauce.

b. The main lines will have double-tracked arnproaches to the individual 
horbors.

Sinee June 1949 tight security controls have been drawn around the fomner 
P§lite Hydrogencntion Plant near Szesecin, but Soviet intentions are unknow, 
Largs blinds consisting of high wooden fences of nets entwined with grass “ave 
haen observed from the sea. 


Yarbor administration, controls, ete. are subject fundanentally to Soviet 
authority. The port commandant is reported to be an Admiral Solkolov. The 
harbor entrance and Szczecin Bay are rewularly patrolied by Soviet control. 
boats. All ships are subjected to strict passenger and cargo inspections. 
The control unit consists of 12 boats with a total of 280 men and 16 officsra. 
Iss headquarters is located in a barracks on the quay about 300 to 460 metars 
ssawards from theHakenterrasse, Major Sambalev of the Soviet Nevy is chie* 
of the control unit. 


Oaly two submarines and five speed boats are given by source as parmanent 
units of the Soviet Navy in this port, although heavier units have appeared 
for visits of only several days.
